skfs that they don t feel Uke 
buckets of cement, you should 
learn to walk on the flat It is 
the most important step for the 
beginner and an excellent con­ 
ditioning exercise 
The technique of walking is 
natural 
It consists of short 
rhythmical steps*accompanied 
by the use of your poles Poles 
and skis must be coordinated — 
right foot forward with left arm 
and pole and vice versa Weight 
should shift from the stationary 
ski to the one put forward Prac­ 
tice walking for at least 
two 
hours before taking your first 
ride on the lift. 
In Switzerland as a boy. my 
main ski activity was the Nor 
die Event Cross Country 
This 
was basically running on skis. 
or gliding Today in my Crested 
Butte ski school I heavily stress 
gliding as an excellent exercise 
and method of moving over a 
flat area 
Gliding is like walking only 
more 
strenuous 
and 
swifter 
Your body is propelled forward 
by an unweighUng motion and 
a strung placing of the opposite 
pole 


At Crested Butte as in most 
ski schools, a beginner must 
learn climbing before riding the 
lift 
The easiest form of climbing 
is the sidestep This is done by 
taking the weight off the uphill 
ski and stepping it up the slope 
Then the weight is transferred 
to the uphill ski and the down 
hill ski is brought up the slope 
During 
diis 
maneuver,

stay on the flat of your skis. 
dig the edges into the hill 
Remember the terms,

hill ski and

A speedier, but more diffkult 
method of climbing is the her 
ringbone Face up the hill with 
your tips apart and the heels

The traverse sidestep allow* 
the skier to go both up the dope 
and across it at the same time

The straight run — down a 
slope, pulled by g rav ity — is a 
confidence and body control 
The slope on which the straight 
run is attempted should have a

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The Bureau of 
Engraving's 
1963 report shows the year has 
been a production record-break­ 
er. 
Excluding coins hi the 1963 
proof sets, the Philadelphia and 
Denver mints struck 3 824 699 866 
coins? The mints also struck 
coins for the Philippines. El 
Salvador and Ethiopia 
Production in 1964 will prob­ 
ably be much higher 
And speaking of production, 
its history 
dates 
back 2 300 
y ears ago- an art that has ad­ 
vanced with each generation 
The 
task of 
minting 
our 
coins was given to the Bureau 
of Engraving soon after this 
country's 
founding. 
Besides 
minting the mint must also in­ 
sure the standards of the coins 
it strikes and see that they con­ 
form in size, weight, shape and 
fineness with the legal require­ 
ments. 
Before a coin is produced, a 
master hub must be made of 
the desired design This hub is 
usually three to four times the 
size of the coin that is needed 
Through an electrotyping pro­ 
cess. 
a copy of the finish­ 
ed master design is engraved 
in metal When this metal copy 
is completed, it is inserted into 
a reducing lathe w*.iere a third 
copy is made Inis time it is in 
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a size that is required for the 
needed coin 
Then skilled engravers are 
employed to tool in by hand 
some of the more delicate por­ 
tions of the design which can 
not be entrusted to the reduc­ 
ing machinery, before the die is 
hardened 
and 
tempered 
to 
make die real working dies 
which actually strike, or pro­ 
duce the coins that eventually 
find their way into our pocket 
change 
The melting down of the vari­ 
ous metals to be used in the 
coins is the next major step in 
the process In the melting de­ 
partment 
are 
numerous 
gas 
furnaces that are each capable 
to melt 250 pounds of the need­ 
ed bullion at a time and this 
same procedure can be com­ 
pleted 
five 
times 
during 
a 
standard eight-hour shift. Next 
the metals are refined, or part­ 
ed from their baser components 
before being melted into cast 
bars. or ingots 
While this is going on. the 
dies are prepared to go into the 
coining 
presses 
After 
being 
clensed of all foreign matter 
and rinsed in clean water, they 
are then dried in a large steam 
heated copperpan. placed in the 
presses for hie striking of coms 
from the proper blanks, 
or 
planchets. 
The process whereby the in­ 
gots of metal are made into 
planebets is called the ‘ break 
mg down' process by passing 
ingots between large heavy rol­ 
lers until 
the metal is thin 
enough for the particular coms 
that are to be struck 
These 
strips of metal are then passed 
thru a machine which stamps 
out the small discs, or planch- 
ets. the same size as the coins 
that are to be made, or struck 
These planchets are then in­ 
spected on ‘ selecting tables ' 
where 
imperfects 
are 
re­ 
turned for remelting and re­ 
working. 
Our dimes, quarters and half- 
dollars. 
<flie silver coinage I. 
are given milled edges to help 
protect them from wear This 
is dooe by feeding them into a 
tube where they rotate on a hor­ 
izontal 
plane and 
the fixed 
grooves give them the reeded 
edges 
After the milling and reeding, 
the piano hots are again clean­ 
ed to a higher degree by an­ 
nealing them by heating to a 
red hot temperature before dip­ 
ping them into a strong solu­ 
tion of sulphuric acid and water 
which is strong enough to beth 
clean and brighten them. After 
being rinsed real well in water 
and dried in sawdust, they are 
then ready for the stamping 
process. 
The planchets are fed into the 
coining presses through vertical 
tubes and on reaching the ma­ 
chine. the planchet is caught 
and held in place by a steel 
collar while the steel dies are 
closed upon it with a great pres­ 
sure of as much as 108 pounds 
per square inch The pressure 
used depends on the coin that is 
being struck. 
Last in (he process is the final 
inspection and counting of the 
coins before they are placed 
in jags and sent to the various 
Federal Reserve Banks thruout 
the country. 
Coins leaving the mint are all 
counted by machines and put 
into bags containing a $1,000 in 
half dollars: $500 in quarters: 
$500 in dimes. $300 in nickels 
and $50 in cents which so many 
of us, in error, call pennies!
